Tlicro is iiotliiiig important to add to tho informa- 
tion contained under each of these IieaTs in tho 
corresponding chapters of the original Gazetteer, 


CHAPTER Ilf. 

THE PEOPLE. 

The population of the district which was 402,052 in Population 
1001 has risen to 000,040 according to the census of Ucasity. 
1011. Tho num])or of villaircs lias similarly risoii from 
1,401 to 2,105, and the density from 117 to 152 to tho 
square mile. 

In the last census report the number of immigrants Migration, 
resilent in the district has been given at llS,2dO. The 
number of natives of this district who were resident in 
other districts at the same time was found to be 17,815. 

Tho main factor contribnting towards tho increase in 
the foreign population is tho migration of cultivating 
Muhammadans from the neighbouring districts of 
Bengal. They are chiefly attracted by tho waste and 
tho chur lands wliich they can obtain under compara- 
tively favourable terms directly from the zamindars. 

Tho result of the last census shows that tlierc has inBrnutiep. 
been a slow but steady increase in tlie number of 
persons aflllicfed with the four special infirmities which 
were selected for record, though tho proportion is still 
very high as compared with the rest of Assam. 

In 1912-l:f 25 villages were found to be infected KaU^atar, 
with this maladv within the jurisdiction of tho Dudnai 
thana and 6 villages within tlic Goalpara thana. Tho 
disease has spread in this district within recent years. 
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langnngf'. Jn the orij^iiial Gazetteer it stated that at the 
census of 1901 Boni^ali was I'cturned as tlic langiiago of 
69 per cent, and Assaiiieso as llio hn!p,'uafi:e of only o per 
cent, of tlio jiopiilalion. 9aiis distvil ution has been 
hotly quesdonedj and li^e rocent e eisus disclo.scs the 
icvised percentages of 5:] and 19 Tor Bengali and Assam- 
ese, respedivcly. Tlie Siipeiiuiciident of the Census 
Operations was inclined to the opinion that even tlicse 
figures gave an under-cstimato of th.ose speaking Assamese 
The discrepancy lias no douht largely arisen owii^ to 
the fact tliat Goalpara being a border J district between 
Bengal and Assam pro])ei‘, its language incvital)ly 
partakes of tlic nature of tliat s])okeii in both provinces. 
In very few localities is a pure dialoet spoken, and the 
mixture of Bengali and Assfuuese vhicli does duty in 
any pariicniar locAlity shows a jircdominanec of one 
language or the other aecorhng to its geographical 
propiiH|uily lo one jiroviuco or the otlicr. Govoriiment 
has roceiitly deckircil that l)oth Assamese and Bengali 
shall 1)0 (huaned to be tlic court and the school languages 
in the district. 

Jugia movement among this small community is slowly 

in progress towards the adoplion of the sacred Bral)mi- 
nic thread. They explain their origin as being tlio 
descendants of a Jogi or Jogis (i)crsons who observed 
joga or abstract contemplation). They resent the low 
status given b) them in tlie social scale and assert that 
their present tribal name is a dciueaiiing, perversion of 
the Sanskrit word Jogi 

Mechflg. Within recent years a definite movement towards 

Hinduisaiion among this community lias been very 
marked. The new party so formed call tliemsclves 
Brohmos, or the believers in Brahmo, tlic Supreme 
Soul. They conceive tlie infinite as the sonrc(3 of Light 
and they took upon the Sun as liis visible representation. 
Tl ]eir views are monotheistic and they have not 
submitled io the Braluuiuic su])erio)'ity and the observ- 
ance of the caste rules. They have discarded idolatry 
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in all its forms. TJiey abstain from drink and cliai’ac- 
tcriso induk;'onco in ii as a socinl anl rolii^nous vice. 

They acc(‘])t the Gnyatri as tlio most suiLable form of 
prayer to the Almig’lity. A.s a reactionary step, somo 
influential members of tliis commimi^y liave taken to 
Ortho. loxism ; they liavo adopted the ilijuln forms of 
idolatry and are becoming strict in tlie ol)scr\ranC3 of 
caste rules and lirahminic rites. They thus .attempt to 
identify tlicinselves a.s a sa])-ca.ste of tlie Hindus. 

The spread of education arnoin;^ this community i 3 
iihproportion to its other aelivities. There arc two 
boarding liouses at Dliidnd wliieli afford accommodation 
to the lUech and the JJrohmo b(/ys reading in the High 
School. 

Tlio Raj])ansis are now trying tojdcntify tliemselve*^ najlansis. 
with tlie Khyatrins of Arvya1)arta. Their tiaulition is 
that they came here witli a view to conceal tlicir 
identity wlion re.ra.surama w(\s leading a dcvastathig 
campaign against t!io Khyafrias. They have adopfed 
the sacred tliia'a;! a’nl have I’O.hiccd the p('riod of their 
mourning fi'om «‘h) to 12 days. This lias led tomisuiider- 
standiiig if no(; po.sitive ili-feelic.g between tJic itaj])ansis 
on the one h:in:l e,ml I’m llmlimins and tlie, Ivay.islhas 
on the otlier. Kaf urally of tii(^ liigh caste Jv.ayas- 
thas are jealous of tlio e.Lhmipt on the part of the 
liajhansis to seenro a position over them in the trocial 
scale. 

The last census report shows tliat ehO per cent, of . 
t;ie population rernrueal inenr.eives as jlindns, oo per 
cent, as Muliammadans, and 8 per cent, as Auimisls. 

The noticeable f(\at\ires3 are (he 'great increase in 
the niimlier of tlie Muhammadan pojmlat ion whicli is 
aitributable to their inllnv from the m-ighl) )nriiig dis- 
tricts of Hoimat, and Urn iiua’caso in III ‘ iii-mher u ho 
returned tlieinstelves ns iliridus an iii(‘rea:-o wiiicli is 
conntorbaianc rl, and no donhl acoonnU'd fo.\ by a 
corresponding redaction in the number of those returned 
as Animists. 
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CHAPTER IV. 

AGRICULTURE AND FORESTS. 

The growing of jute is gradually gaining ground. 
The rise in thj juLo market has, made this cultivation 
a lucrative CJiterpriso. 

There has been an enormous increase in the number 
of Nepalese cattle in tlio Eastern Dnars. 

An important cattle market is held at Gauripur at 
whicli large numbers of imported up-country bullocks 
are disposed of. Of recent years there has been a 
general rise of about 60 per cent, in the piico of 
cattle. 

The occupation of fallow lands hy immigrants has 
made pasture laud scarce in some parts of the di!,ti ict. 
Withia the last few years grazing grounds have been 
reserved for tlio use of village cattle in 09 villages in the 
Duars. 

The total area covered by rc.sorved forests is 831 
square miles. In 1909 a new reserve svas constituted 
in the Ai valley known as the Ai reserve and coverings 
an area of 01,919 acres. 

The zamindari forests arc usually worked by the 
issue of permits at a lixed fee tr) gangs of wood-cutters 
under the Icadersliip of a Jhar-dafadar. When tlio 
timber is ready, the zamindar has it clicckod, hut does not 
realise the ])iico payable to Irim, until after the limber 
lias been sold. In some estates rent is cliarged for tlio 
ground used for sta(3kiug the timber. In Mech])ara, a 
certain contiibulioii i.s bwied in tlie name of tlie family 
gOvl of tliO zamiiulars, wlio in addition even now exercise 
tiio priMiitlve rigid; of approprial dug the best ])air of 
poles in a stack for tlioir ])ersonal use. Of tlie Ultimate 
salo-[)roeceds of the timber, the zamindar usually 
receives a G-auua share, the balance going to the actual 
cutters.

ECONOMIC CONDITIONS. 

It is in contemplation to supers: do Act Vill of Itcui l^.v. 
1809 which is now iii force by a luo.'o co;u])rebeiisive 
Tenancy Act. Civil licigitioa i.s on t'lo iiici'casc. The 
iinini'j;i'atiou of ])eo])l(! Irom (bo liciyliboui iiig (’istric's 
the rise in the price of laud and the hotter nppr(;ciatiou 
by tlio people of their rights and iotoivsts arc the main 
causes iutluonciug this increase. Wh’thin j-econt yc'ars 
the rents of tho tenants in Karaihari and tiauripur 'iiavo 
been enhanced by aboiii; 25 ])er cent. The,/ 
units hava spread over this district from the ncighhou:'- 
ing Reiigal tracts. The z nninlars have hmnd tliis 
system ouvenient to work, because uudm- this pra-tiee 
the whole estate is divided into a numher of liohlimgs 
Ovjo/es of consMorahle (>.x.tent which are sel.ileil wiiiii 
a body of touaids known as /a/e./n /•,<?. 'Iliese /e/t’./nr.s- 
arc practically middlemen, and tho zamiudars are t’ms 
.saved tho trouble of dealing directly with the iiiiuuiu;- 
rahlo cultivators, who can got tlieir lands only from tho 
joledars. 

In 1913, tlie area reserved for these colonisls Avas 'r'"’ 
30,000 higlias, of which (h 7 had brought a litth; over 
half under actual cultiValimi. The !S;in(li;i!s are 110 
longer allowed tlie c mci's ion of holdi.ig huid ou 
favourable terms for the limt fmv years of ecc ifKitmu. 

They are now liable to pay rovciiue even for their 
homestead laud. 
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Tlic increase in the daily wages of a coolie is enor- 
mous. The rate now ranges from eight annas to a rupee 
per dicra. Domestic servants likewise charge from 
Ks. 6 to Its. 8 per mensem in addition to theii’ food. 
Doth coolies and domeslie servants are gradually getting 
scarce. Menial servants come mostly from up country 
and Kamrup. 

Prices have similarly risen. Tho average niimhor 
of seers of common rlco wliich could hopnrcliased for a 
rupee in tlio decade 1905 — 1012 being only 9 '8 as com- ^ 
pared with 11‘9 seers for the preceding decade and 20*5 
seers for the period JBlo — 1872. Pulse is now selling at 
11s, 4-9-G per mauivdas compared witli Ds. 2-8 in 1903. 

Tho steamer.s do not carry tlio mails now, and there 
is o;ily one daily passenger service between Dhubri 
and (iauliati. 

Tlie Golakganj 0 "cto.is‘on of the Ilastom Bengal 
State ilailw.iy t) Amingaoii was o;)oned in 1!)10. Two 
ti'aias ran duly each way aad one of tlnnu carries 
the mails. Iloth ilio trains connect with tho Assam- 
Bengal Haihvav at Cihauhati. 

There arc four roads on tlio North bank mainiainod 
l y the Public Works Departinent. The Trunk road 
passes through tho Duars, commencing from tln^ San- 
kosh and runiiing up to Ilakainthe Jvamriip district, 
the total length iafmg nearly (>8 miles. There are in- 
spection hungulows on the road at t!ie following places, 
the iigiires within brackets indicating t’le longtii of tlio 
^tigc in miles: Sankosli ( Duinamaii), Kachngaon 
(I tJ), Patgaou (11), 8idli (11^, Chapaguri (7), Bijni 
(10) and kalia (11). A road from D]iii])ri meets the 
Trunk real at Kiichuga n at a di dance of about 50 
miles. Tluiro aro inspeeliou bungalows ontliis road at 
the following places : Balajan (10), Pagliliat (9J-), 
Tamarhat (7), Oos.saigaon (13]) and Kaclu’gion (10-^). 

A road from Jogighopa, 23]- miloslong, moc^s the Trunk 
road at Chapaguri with inspcclion bungalows on it at 
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Kabaitari (I j), North Salmava (10), aod Chnpaquri 
(12] ). Aiiollier road froni Ch-ipar, 10 mil's long, meets 
tho Trunk road at Sidli. Tin re are a largo miml)er of 
roads maintained by 1lm Local Hoard, tho'tolal mileage 
being 2()o'4o. The longest is known ns tlio (Janripnr- 
Eaba road. Tbero arc inspection bung, Hows atMani- 
pur (17]), Eilasipara (0]), Salkocba (8]-), Cbapar (8), 

Mobgaon (7)_, North 8almara (!)) and Italia (171). In 
addition the following inspcniion bungalows on several

Kokrajliar, Agoinony, Sasargao)), Datma, Tipkai and 
Golakganj. Tiio continuation of tbc (Jauriinir-Haba 
road beyond Cbampamati is maiiitaiued by tbc Coalpara 
Local Hoard, tlu; distance being 2i) miles witliiu the 
limits of the subdivision.

Town<^— The northern pai’t of tlio town is now safe from the 
Dimbri. mcnicing attitndo of the Gadadhar, whicli was recently 
div(3rted eastwards from a point about a mile to the 
north of the town. 

There arc 11 moml^crs in the Municipality, of 
whom 2 are ex-offwio. The municipal receipts in 
1012-13 amounted to lls. 15,0 13. The house rate is ()| 
percent, and tlie latrine tax is 7i per cent, of tho 
annual value. There arc 6 pu])lic and 21 private wells. 
A water- works scheme for the town is under considera- 
tion. Tliore are 82 lamps within tlic Municipality which 
compiises an area of *30 i square miles. The total length 
of roads is about 5^ miles, of which 3 are metalled. 
Tlicro were 2 out breaks of cholera in tlie town in 1- 12^; 
hut neither of iliem was of a virulent type. In all other 
respects the health of the town has been good. 

Goalpara. There are 10 Municipal Commissioners including an 
(x-officio member. The total municipal receipts in 
1012-13 amounted to lls. 0,037. The total length of the 
roads is 10 ^ miles, of which nearly 3 are metalled. 

Gauripur. Tho Raja of Gauiipur has recently built a fine 
dwelling house on a rocky eminence commanding a 
view over an extensive tract of country. It is 
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about a mile distant from Gauripur proper and is knoun 
as Matiabiig palace* 

There arc 16 members of the .Dliubri Board, of 
whom 4 are ex-officio, 5 elected and the rest nominated. 
The total revenue of the Board in 1912-13 was 
Es. 72,192. 

The Goalpara Board has 17 members, of wliom 4 
are ex-officto, 5 elected and the rest nominated. The 
revenue of the Board in 1912-13 was Bs. 69/153.

Both the civil and the criminal work have greatly Criminal 
increased since EJ02. In 11)13 the Subordinate Judge jutticu'^ 
h^ard 42 original cases and 26 appeals, while 3,062 cases 
were disposed of by tho Munsifs. In the same year 
there were 122 criminal cases sent up by tho police and 
610 complaint cases. 

The total number of documents registered in the Eegit^tration. 
district in 1913 was 3,386. The Dhubri Sub-llegistry 
office, which was hitherto in charge of an ex-officio Sub- 
Registrar, has been recently converted into a whole-time 
departmental office. 

The sanctioned strength censists of 3 Inspectors, 20 
Sub-Inspectors, 32 Head Constables and 24.^ constables. 

96 breech- loading *476 bore muskets are allotted to 
the district. 

The Dhubri Jail, though classed as a district jail, jaiii. 
has accommodatiou only for 32 prisoners. Long-tenm 
convicts are transferred to Gauhati for confinement 
there. Tho number of convicted persons directly admit- 
ted in 1913 was 92 and of undertrials 176. 

At Goalpara, there is only a Magistrate’s lock-up- 
Convicted prisoners arc transferred to Gauhati. 

The number of schools of all classes in 1913 was 372; Education, 
of these 338 were primary schools. The number of 
pupils at schools of all classes was 15,089, of whom 
11,956 were reading in primary schools. The percent- 
ages of pupils under instruction to those of school-going 
age were 27*6 for boys and 4*6 for girls.

They have already surveyed (i4*.1l 
square miles and have yet to do 91'75 square miles 
in order to complete the survey of the whole of the 
Duars in the district.
